Our Saviour proceeded indeed trom 
the Woman, but this not by ordinary generation, but e- 
ther his Soul was preexiflent to his Uacarnation, as the 
tabbys held of their expected Meflias, or rather was

If her Conception it felf had no relation to it, the 
manner of it had ; and if there’s any thing in this corrupr 
Mails of Matter wich can ordinarily infett or byafs the 
Soul to Evil, which comes indifferent into it, this was 
here over-rul’d by thofe Hubits of Virtue which were 
innate in the Soul of the Second Adam. 


Queft. 9 Whar's the meaning of that Text in St. Peter, 
He went and Preached to the Spirits in Prifon, @c ? 

Anfw. We have formerly faid fomething of this, but 
we thal] now add, that if Chrift went locally and Preach- 
ed tothe Spirits in Prifon, then a Church and a New 
Gofpel was eftablifhed in Hell, or that feigned place, 
Purgatory ; the next Abfurdity is, chat his Preaching 
was in vain, their Condition was not to be better’d, 
for the fame Apoftle tells us they were then in Prifon, 
and affures us in his fecond Epiftle, 2d. Ch. 4th. stb. and 
oth. Verfes, that thofe very Spirits were co be referv- 
ed in Darknefs until che Day of Judgment, together 
with the Apoftate Angels unto Damnation, therefore it 
is repugnant to the Apoftle’s Argument to fay, He went 
and Preached to the Spirits or Damned Souls that then were 
in Prijon; for by this Chapter he exhorts them sot to 
fall from the Gofpel becaufe of Affliction, if it fhould 
be the Will of God that they fhould {ufferDeath as evil 
doers, Ver. 12. celling them, The Face of the Lord % ever 
againft their Oppreffors: But to conclude Chrift would 
go and Preach to their Afflicters, when they were Spi- 
rits in Prifon, were Antinemian Doétrine, or the highelt 
Motive to Wickedneis in this Life that could be ufed, 
By thefe and fuch like Abfurdities we are led uato the 
true meaning of the Apoftle, which is, That if they 
kept a good Converfation in Chrift, Ver. 16,21. accor- 
ding to their Baptiftnal Vow, and Believed the Relur- 
reétion which he Preached, then the fame Omnipotent 
Spirie that raifed Chrift above all Powers, would cer- 
tainly raife tnemand allo fave them, and coniequently 
bring in his time Deftru€tion upon thofe as disucheved 
the Vifible Miracle of the Refurrection which he now 
l’reached, as fure as the Deluge overwhelmed thote that 


difobeyed Noah’s Preaching, Wer. 21,22. called alfo kere 
the long fufiering of God, Fer. 20. becaule Noab was 


infpired by the opirit of Chrift to Preach to them while 
the Ark was vifibly preparing, which in the Language 
of the Text accomodated to the Inftance the Apoftle 
brings, and to affert the Power of the Spirit, and the 
Divinity of Chrift is Phrafed, Chrift went and Preach- 
ed to thofe Difobedient in Noah's time, who for their 
Difcbedience then are Spirits or Souls in Prifon now.
